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Creatures From the Black Lagoon 

Anaheim PD, code enforcement and state labor officials raid a Jacuzzi-by-the-hour spot, 

trashing the place—and leaving the owner with the bill

A J. Maddox usually opens the 
doors of Neptune’s Lagoon, 

■ his by-the-hour Jacuzzi- 
rental business in Anaheim, around 
noon every day to little fanfare. But on 
April 3, it wasn’t early-bird custom¬ 
ers who greeted him, but more than 
20 code-enforcement officers, offi¬ 
cials with California’s labor-standards 
enforcement, and undercover police in 
tactical uniforms and ski masks. 

“The first thing I asked them when 
they came in was if they have a war¬ 
rant,” Maddox recalls. “They told me 
they didn’t have a warrant and that this 
was not a criminal investigation. They 
said they were simply here to support 
code enforcement.” 

After that brief introduction, the offi¬ 
cials proceeded to ransack the Lagoon. 
They seized its phones. Four of Mad¬ 
dox’s friends who were hanging out in a 
back storage building were handcuffed 
and detained after labor standards offi¬ 
cers determined—without any proof— 
they were employees paid under the 
table. Code enforcement found two small 
storage rooms built inside the original 
foundation that were not up to code and 
demanded he knock them down. Mad¬ 
dox was fined $13,676, and a demolition 
order the city executed three weeks ago 
left an awkward hole in his business. 

Maddox didn’t know it then, but 
the Anaheim Police Department, Code 
Enforcement and Labor Standards placed 
four massage parlors in Anaheim under 
the same lockdown and sweep that day. 
At each place, the phalanx of uniformed 
officers neglected to tell owners why 
they were disrupting their businesses. It 
wasn’t until later that they said they were 
looking for victims of human trafficking. 

The worst part of it? The destructive 
show was all for naught. Not one of the 
business owners was ever charged with 
a crime. At a hearing before the state 
Department of Industrial Relations’ 
Division of Labor Standards Enforce¬ 
ment, officers couldn’t offer definitive 
proof that Maddox illegally employed 
his friends. Agent Sammy Sima told 
hearing officer James W. Jackson that 
Maddox’s friends admitted to him that 
they were employees. Yet when asked 
for the signed confessions, Sima said he 
didn’t have them because the buddies 
never signed anything. 

“Well, that’s not a confession!” Jack- 
son responded, threw out the case 
against Neptune’s Lagoon, and wiped 
away Maddox’s fines, later writing in 
a decision that Sima “failed to provide 
sufficient evidence of witnesses to con¬ 
clude that the ... individuals found on 
the premises, on the date of inspection, 
were in fact employees.” 


Maddox is now left with a demolished 
room that must be rebuilt, shaken-up 
friends and a loss of business due to cus¬ 
tomer backlash from the raid. 

Though he’s not surprised the public 
at large is skeptical of the business, he 
addresses it without prompting. “I flip 
the water every day, and if people want 
me to flip it again before they get in—I 
will, no problem,” he says. “How often 
do you think they flip the water in com¬ 
munity pools? You’re much safer coming 
in here.” 

It’s why Maddox gets visibly angry 
when talking about the Anaheim PD’s 
allegation of human trafficking. “Look 
at this place,” he continues, gesturing 
wildly toward the back storage rooms 
behind the tubs. “Does it look like I’ve 


ever had Ukrainian girls locked up in 
here? Honestly, if I wanted that kind of 
place, why would I do Jacuzzis? Why 
would I want to clean that out?” 

One of two such establishments left 
in Southern California, Neptune’s has 
served customers since 1982 from a strip 
mall off Beach Boulevard and Ball Road, 
sandwiched between dilapidated motels. 
It ain’t Glen Ivy Hot Springs; people pay 
$30 per hour to get into 3-foot-deep tubs 
that wouldn’t seem out of place next to 
your apartment pool. The lobby carpet 
is the kind of navy blue that doesn’t 
show stains, and the walls are covered 
in Roman-Greco decorations that match 
the oddly proportioned Greek statues in 
the lobby. The rooms, meanwhile, look 
like a Hunter S. Thompson version of the 


Madonna Inn. Mismatched tiles deco¬ 
rate the walls and floors, and the tubs sit 
underneath strange, beaded chandeliers 
that look like they were hung during the 
Ford administration. 

It used to look worse, according 
to Maddox, who bought Neptune’s 
Lagoon three years ago and is proud 
of what he has accomplished. “The 
walls were this awful blue color with a 
border painted to look like stones,” he 
describes. “I brought in some new art 
and the fish tanks. I want it to look nice 
for my clients.” 

Although he doesn’t skirt the fact 
that someone could bring a prostitute 
into Neptune’s, “if I see a girl handling 
money or who looks like she was just 
pulled in off Beach ... I can refuse to let 
her in,” he says. “But other than that, I 
can’t question people’s reason for being 
here. The police should be asking the 
Ritz-Carlton the same question.” 

He asserts 80 percent of his clients 
are couples, with the remainder being 
small groups or singles. Not all encoun¬ 
ters are romantic; sometimes, people are 
healing a back injury or a guy will invite 
his friends “to listen to Zeppelin and 
crack open a beer.” He adds that many 
of his clients are cops who enjoy an 
“alternative” lifestyle. 

Maddox can’t stop thinking about the 
ordeal, and he’ll rant about it nonstop. 
More than anything, he blames law 
enforcement’s assumptions coupled 
with their lack of evidence. “If they had 
done a proper investigation to obtain a 
warrant, they would have figured that 
[the business is legitimate],” Maddox 
says. “I know what they did. They came 
in here under the guise of supporting 
code enforcement so they didn’t have to 
get a warrant.” 

In an interview with the Weekly, 
Anaheim PD public-information officer 
Tim Schmidt claimed Neptune’s had 
long been suspected of sex trafficking 
and said they conduct multidepart¬ 
ment sweeps on a regular basis. When 
asked how they are able to conduct a 
criminal investigation and raid a busi¬ 
ness without a warrant, he didn’t offer 
a comment. When asked for examples 
of Neptune’s engaging in sex trafficking, 
he skipped the question. The depart¬ 
ments of code enforcement and labor 
standards didn’t return calls or emails 
seeking comment. 

Meanwhile, Maddox will continue 
on. “The reason my friends are here is 
because I sponsor them in AA, but they 
stay out of sight and in the back,” he 
says. “I’ve been sober 26 years, and I 
only have three Jacuzzis. I can run this 
place by myself.”

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Scott Montoya won the Navy Cross 
for bravery in Iraq. But it was his job 
with the Orange County Sheriff’s 
Department that gave him PTSD

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Y ou might expect a 
highly trained, U.S. 
special-forces soldier 
returning from gory Iraq War 
combat to the relative safety of 
Southern California could no 
longer be shocked, but Marine 
Sergeant Scott Montoya faced a 
nasty surprise. 

The recipient of the Navy 
Cross for selfless acts of combat 
bravery discovered that civilian 
life as an Orange County Sheriff’s 
Department (OCSD) deputy was 
more dangerous than he could 
have anticipated. Of course, dep¬ 
uties—especially ones working 
patrol, such as Montoya—always 
risk the possibility of getting 
seriously wounded or killed in 
the line of duty. 

But this Marine scout sniper 
and karate black belt who ran 
through enemy fire five times to 
rescue four seriously wounded

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American soldiers and an Iraqi civilian 
during the April 2003 Battle of Baghdad 
believed his greatest risk of harm wasn’t 
from gangsters, robbers, drug dealers or 
an armed madman. He’d seen evidence 
his threat was oddly personalized and 
from an unlikely source: fellow OCSD 
deputies intensely jealous of his status as 
a war hero honored by President George 
W. Bush during a January 2005 White 
House ceremony. 

Like the military canon of never leaving 
a wounded soldier behind—one Montoya 
obviously practiced—a key tenet of the 
law-enforcement community throughout 
the United States is that cops always back 
up a fellow officer during perilous situa¬ 
tions. That issue simmered at the depu¬ 
ty’s recent civil trial, in which he accused 
the department of corruption; permitting 
a hostile work environment; and violating 
the Uniformed Services Employment and 
Reemployment Rights Act (USERRA), a 
federal law that protects soldiers from 
discrimination in the civilian workplace. 

Montoya testified that after his Febru¬ 
ary 2005 assignment to work alone in his 
own patrol car in heavily gang-infested 
Stanton, Tim Keller, a deputy with more 
seniority who worked the same shift, 
posed a disturbing question. “Deputy 
Keller asked me if I [had seen] Serpico,” 
Montoya testified, explaining that the 
1973 Al Pacino classic was based on a true 
story concerning a New York policeman 
who, to his colleagues’ anger, would not 
participate in bribery schemes and got 
shot in the face by a drug dealer after fel¬ 
low cops refused to provide backup. To 
Montoya, Keller mentioned the movie to 
make a point: “They [certain fellow depu¬ 
ties] were not going to back me up.” 

The thought of internal OCSD sabotage 
alarmed Montoya. While fighting in Iraq, 
he’d earned the love and respect of fellow 
Marines for his bravery, loyalty and work 
ethic. After his deployment, members 
of his scout sniper unit placed personal 
messages on an Iraqi flag retrieved during 


fighting and presented it as a gift to Mon¬ 
toya, who was raised in a large Los Ange¬ 
les family by a single mother working two 
minimum-wage jobs. One message read, 
“Sgt. Montoya: You are undoubtedly one 
of the finest men I will ever know. It has 
been an honour serving with you.” 

The atmosphere at the sheriff’s Stan¬ 
ton substation wasn’t as hospitable. 

How much of the tension involved envy 
about Montoya’s Navy Cross—the sec¬ 
ond-highest combat honor awarded to 
members of the U.S. Navy, Marines and 
Coast Guard—isn’t clear. What’s obvious 
is that Montoya didn’t exactly fit in with 
his colleagues. 

Keller—a linebacker-sized deputy who 
has perfected the stink-eye and is the life 
of late-night poker parties—liked to drink 
booze, curse, chew Copenhagen tobacco, 
visit strip clubs, unnecessarily taunt poor 
minorities and use racial epithets, accord¬ 
ing to allegations in court records. 

In contrast, Montoya recites poetry; 
loves teaching martial arts; gets misty- 
eyed while talking about family and 
church; and is fond of spending time with 
his three horses, four pigs, three dogs, 12 
chickens, three goats and a rabbit—all of 
whom he has affectionately named. He is 
quick to say he’s not perfect, but he tries 
to live by a personal motto learned from 
his mother: “Service before self.” 

Montoya claims Keller, who never 
joined the military, served as the “alpha 
male” leader of “the Black Sheep,” a 
“gang” of cantankerous, rebel deputies 
in Stanton. “They believed they were 
outside of department policy,” testified 
Montoya. “The Black Sheep members 
would try to influence supervisors on 
ways to get around [OCSD’s formal] poli¬ 
cies. ... They had a motto: Tf you ain’t 
cheating, you really ain’t trying hard 
enough.’ [Members of the group] said it 
[like they were] joking to each other, but 
they were serious.” 

Keller doesn’t deny the existence of 
“the Black Sheep.” He even acknowledges 
they created their own flag and T-shirt. 
But he claims the club formed for a non- 
nefarious reason: Sheriff’s headquarters 
in Santa Ana chronically understaffed 
the busy Stanton substation, and depu¬ 
ties in the northern Orange County city 
felt ignored. Tainted or not, the group

never included Montoya, whose lawyers, 
San Diego’s John S. Kyle and Frederic 
G. Ludwig III, say their client’s outsider 
status, coupled with jealousy over the 
Navy Cross, as well as the alleged Serpico 
incident, had real-life implications. 

After midnight during one 2005 shift, 
Montoya was dispatched to an alarm at a 
business warehouse in a high-crime area 
of Katella Avenue. When he arrived, he 
entered an open door and says he heard 
Deputy Tim Cullen, one of Keller’s best 
friends in the department and reportedly 
a “Black Sheep” member, radio the dis¬ 
patcher that he had arrived as backup. 

“I waited and waited [at the front], 
and he never came, so I had to clear the 
building by myself,” said Montoya, who 
explained that standard procedures 
called for Cullen to enter the building 
with him. “When I was done, I saw he 
was parked in the back. He never got 
out of his car. He saw me and just drove 
away. That sort of thing happened at 
least 25 other times and on even more 
dangerous calls.” 

William L. Haluck, a hard-charging, 
Irvine-based private lawyer who has 
defended the OCSD for decades, insisted 
that Montoya’s experiences were the 
result of mere “personality conflicts” 



outside the reach of the employment law. 
“There is no general civility code in the 
workplace,” he stated. 

Haluck also dismisses the warehouse 
story as self-serving paranoia. But that 
stance is belied by substantial evidence. 
Documents prove department officials 
were aware of the problem but didn’t 
take corrective action to remove doubt 
from Montoya’s mind that he would 
always have reliable backup. In fact, offi¬ 
cials essentially accommodated Keller 
and Cullen. According to court records, 
supervisors opted not for disciplinary 
action, but rather to urge police dispatch¬ 
ers to remember to send different officers 
to back up Montoya. 

“That shows that they [supervisors] 
knew [Keller and Cullen] were going to 
compromise my safety,” said Montoya,

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who remains astonished at the “hatred 
they had for me.” 

Dr. Chris Johnson, a clinical neu¬ 
ropsychologist and an internationally 
recognized expert in post-traumatic 
stress disorder (PTSD) among indi¬ 
viduals who’ve served in elite, special 
operation forces such as Montoya, says 
the Serpico and warehouse incidents in 
Stanton undoubtedly scarred the de¬ 
activated Marine. 

“He feared for his life,” said Johnson, 



who extensively interviewed Montoya 
and is a principal Department of Defense 
investigator at the Naval Health Research 
Center’s Warfighter Performance Divi¬ 
sion in San Diego. “This individual was 
not part of the [OCSD] tribe, and the tribe 
made it clear he wasn’t part of the tribe.” 

B efore he landed in federal prison 
for corruption, Mike Carona left 
several notorious legacies dur¬ 
ing his nine-year reign as Orange County 
sheriff. Most of Carona’s troubles can be 
traced back to his incessant extramarital 
pursuits (while publicly professing Jesus 
as his daily inspiration) and eagerness 
for secret gifts, including wads of cash, 
from wealthy businessmen. At least in his 
colossal Montoya screw-up, the sheriff’s 
intentions were good. 

Carona saw the Marine returning from 
combat heroics to the department as a 
prize worth championing. He and his 
staff arranged dozens of media and public 
events for the naturally shy Montoya to 
tell his story. The deputy suspected the 
sheriff gave out his personal cell phone 
number to reporters and dignitaries eager 
to invite him to be a featured guest at din¬ 
ners or the grand marshal of parades. 

But the publicity had unintended 
internal OCSD consequences. Before 
they’d met Montoya, more than a hand¬ 
ful of deputies resented the attention 
surrounding their colleague; plotted to 
trip his law-enforcement career; and 
labeled him “the sheriff’s boy,” “the sher¬ 
iff’s bitch” and “the sheriff’s bitch boy,” 
according to court records. It didn’t help 


that Carona also put Montoya at the top 
of the list of deputies ready to transfer 
from jails to patrol. 

Crystal Verringia, who worked as an 
OCSD community-services officer and 
emergency dispatcher in Stanton, wit¬ 
nessed deputies badmouthing Montoya 
before his arrival at the substation to 
undergo patrol training. “They didn’t 
exactly hide their displeasure,” she said, 
noting that deputies treated the new 
arrival “like junk” and that Keller “didn’t 
like him before he even started.” 

Verringia says the hostilities made life 
miserable for the deputy, who didn’t want 
to let down Carona by ending the Navy 
Cross publicity campaign. Tensions grew 
worse when the Marine Corps placed 
the deputy’s picture on a Westminster 
billboard to congratulate his combat feats 
and national news networks aired inter¬ 
views. She recalled, “[Deputies] made 
fairly disparaging comments about Mon¬ 
toya seeking publicity.... Was he? No, 
he was not. He’s not that way. He did not 
want it. He was just a humble person.” 

In addition to spreading false rumors 
about Montoya, deputies mocked his 
Navy Cross as worthless; opened his mail 
and doctored documents to humiliate 
his military service; called him “fucking 
stupid,” “an idiot,” “Mr. Navy Cross” and 
“bullet sponge”; repeatedly sabotaged his 
OCSD locker so he’d be late to briefings; 
encouraged civilians to file complaints 
against him; placed a large dildo and 
lube container in his gear bag; chatted 
openly about punching him in the face; 
harangued him in front of citizens; and 



accused him of not being tough enough 
to work as a patrol deputy because of 
war-caused PTSD—a label that was at the 
time false, career-harming and impos¬ 
sible to shake. 

Deputy John Sprague testified he 
witnessed Keller and Cullen giving each 
other “high fives” after hazing Montoya 
and laughing after someone relocated his 
locker next to the toilets. “Patrol training 
is stressful enough,” Sprague noted, add¬ 
ing that the “extra stress” placed on Mon¬ 
toya was constant, intense and reeking of 
the threat of violence. “I wouldn’t have 
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passed training [in Montoya’s situation]/’ 
said Sprague. “No way.” 

But Montoya passed, prompting depu¬ 
ties to spread more rumors that Carona 
must have intervened on his behalf. To 
this day, Keller insists he truly wanted 
Montoya to pass, claims Montoya wasn’t 
ready for patrol, displayed emotional 
instability and continues to believe the 
sheriff rescued him from failure. “His 
actions on patrol were horrible, horrible 
and unsafe,” Keller testified. 

Longtime OCSD Sergeant Wayne Quint 
Jr., who also served as the president of 
the Association of Orange County Deputy 
Sheriffs (AOCDS), says he was the person 
who intervened on Montoya’s behalf and 
doesn’t regret the move. There was “zero 
justification” to fail the deputy, according 
to Quint, who studied all of the training 
reports on Montoya. 

“His patrol training was progress¬ 
ing,” Quint said in court. “Any [Montoya] 
issues were definitely correctable. There 
was nothing [in the reports] glaring that 
he was failing.” 

Quint, now the chief of the Bureau of 
Gambling Control in the California Attor¬ 
ney General’s office, vividly remembers 
his impression about the effort to fail 
Montoya, who went on to receive acco¬ 
lades in 2005 for not using lethal force 
when he could have justified shooting a 
suspect and, in 2006, for crawling into a 
burning, collapsing building to rescue a 
trapped man. “This isn’t right,” he recalls 
thinking. “This guy is getting railroaded.” 

Nevertheless, resentment of Montoya’s 
perceived preferential treatment from the 
sheriff, whom he met only twice, grew 
worse after he passed training over the 
objections of several high-ranking OCSD 
managers, including Tim Board and Dave 
Wilson. Montoya had no idea the clock 
was ticking on his career. His enemies 
waited almost half a decade until Carona, 
convicted of corruption in 2009, was 
gone—and then they pounced. 

That same year, with new Sheriff San¬ 
dra Hutchens in control, the department 
opened three dubious Internal Affairs 
investigations into Montoya during a 
six-month period, absurdly declared him 
a threat to commit workplace violence 
without a shred of meaningful supportive 
evidence, placed surveillance cameras 
at his home, put GPS tracking devices 
on his vehicles, hacked his personal cell 
phone, tailed him in black Crown Victo¬ 
ria sedans, demanded his ex-girlfriends 
share with the government investigators 
intimate details of his sex life, recorded 
the size of his penis (extra large) in offi¬ 
cial records, lamely tried to imply he 
may have been involved in a homicide, 
unsuccessfully badgered minors to say 
he’d acted perversely with them, worked 
to distance his friends from him, leaked 
inflammatory personnel records out of 
context, improperly docked him $41,000 
in earned vacation pay, published his 
name and picture on a “Be On the Look¬ 
out” notice used for murderers and rap¬ 
ists (a move Quint called “outrageous”), 
pressed the Marines to reconsider issuing 
him the Navy Cross, and terminated him. 

Overkill? 

In a glaring sign of consciousness of 
guilt and a cynical way to declare plau¬ 
sible deniability that they hadn’t targeted 
Montoya, department officials assigned 


numerous other ex-military employees 
to prominent roles in bringing down the 
deputy; many of them received promo¬ 
tions before testifying. 

“The OCSD is systemically dysfunc¬ 
tional and a cesspool,” said Kyle. “They 
spent five years creating a one-sided 
record against Scott.” 

After being put on notice of the depu¬ 
ty’s impending legal action, the depart¬ 
ment claims it accidentally destroyed 
more than two years’ worth of related 
internal records that might have revealed 
the depths of the agency’s determination 
to taint the deputy. Though one surviving 
memo proves officials plotted to encour¬ 
age civilians to file complaints to justify 
probes, the remaining, carefully preserved 
records not surprisingly support the 


OCSD’s contention that they were doing a 
public service by terminating Montoya. 

Concluded Kyle, “[The OCSD’s Internal 
Affairs reports] created a Frankenstein, 
a portrait of a monster. The problem is it 
simply wasn’t true.” 

t Montoya’s recent civil trial 
inside U.S. District Court Judge 
Jesus G. Bernal’s Riverside 
courtroom, it was the task of Haluck, 
the aforementioned seasoned OCSD 
legal representative, to convince the six 
women and two men on the jury that the 
department did not permit a hostile work 
environment and that hostilities against 
the deputy had not been motivated in any 
way by his military service. The partner 
at Koeller, Nebeker, Carlson & Haluck is 


considered a formidable attorney who 
specializes in defending insurance com¬ 
panies against customers. He’s well-orga¬ 
nized, quick on his feet, well-versed on 
legal matters and, I suspect in most cases, 
an exceptionally clever advocate. 

But from the outset of Montoya’s case, 
Haluck seemed most determined to show 
jurors his contempt for the ex-deputy 
at every opportunity. Not once during 
nearly two weeks of proceedings did 
he show any hint of respect, choosing 
instead to treat the Navy Cross recipient 
like a worthless liar unfairly attempting 
to tarnish the reputation of a blemish-free 
law-enforcement organization. Several 
witnesses who dared side with Montoya 
received when-did-you-stop-beating-

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your-wife-type questions, tactics I was 
surprised Bernal allowed. 

Compounding those tactical errors, 
Haluck also apparently didn’t respect the 
intelligence of the jurors, a working-class 
panel deeply appreciative of military 
service. Using sleight-of-hand trickery, 
he constantly reasoned it was inherently 
impossible for OCSD to have cheated 
Montoya because the department rou¬ 
tinely hires ex-military employees. He sug¬ 
gested Montoya fabricated his complaints 
of a hostile work environment for the liti¬ 
gation, though several department super¬ 
visors testified they’d been aware of the 
situation as early as 2004. He described 
the onetime deputy as a sexual pervert, 
though no corresponding proof surfaced 
in the case. He mocked him for weeping 
after the death of one of his horses, which 
doesn’t seem worthy of ridicule. He sug¬ 
gested Montoya might have played a suspi¬ 
cious role in the boating death of a fiancee, 
though the evidence showed he was 
genuinely devastated. He tried to imply 
the heroics that earned Montoya the Navy 
Cross were figments of his wild imagina¬ 
tion, though the lawyer couldn’t produce 
any conflicting information. 

Haluck worked strenuously to under¬ 
mine the fact that the deputy had served 
as a Marine scout sniper. Though it 
had no substantial bearing on the ques¬ 
tions before the jury, he summoned two 
defense witnesses, both also ex-Marines 
and scout snipers now in law enforce¬ 
ment (Chris Hays of the OCSD SWAT 
unit and Ron Allen of the West Covina 
Police Department), to tell the jury that 
Montoya—who graduated first in his 
Camp Pendleton boot camp and first in 
his infantry-school training—hadn’t been 


competent enough to handle scout sniper 
school, failed and was, thus, unworthy 
of calling himself a scout sniper. In fact, 
Allen, a onetime scout sniper instructor, 
claims he personally flunked Montoya for 
cheating on two map tests. 

“We decided to let him stay [in scout 
sniper school] despite my better judgment,” 
Allen snarled from the witness stand. 

Marine Colonel Geoffrey L. Cooper 
(retired), who served as Montoya’s bat¬ 
talion commander during the Battle of 
Baghdad, arrived in court as a Montoya 
witness and had nothing but glowing 
admiration, especially for his willingness 
to teach other Marines, including officers, 
martial art skills. 

“He was a scout sniper,” Cooper testi¬ 
fied. “That’s why I assigned him to a scout 
sniper platoon; otherwise, I wouldn’t 
have. His fitness reports reflected that he 
was a scout sniper. His combat awards 
reflect that he was a scout sniper. The fact 
is he is a scout sniper. There’s no doubt in 
my mind.” 

An irked Cooper paused and added, “I 
don’t even know why this is an issue.” 

A mong the jurors hearing Mon¬ 
toya’s case were a medical 
technician, a retired airline 
pilot, a Disneyland Resort manager, a 
construction-company administrator, an 
unemployed truck driver, a school secre¬ 
tary, a retired journalist and a sporting- 
goods-company employee. Their job was 
to decide if OCSD allowed a hostile work 
environment, and, if so, did the abusive 
conduct cause or exasperate the severe 
disability that now renders Montoya 
unemployable: PTSD. 

Haluck argued that Montoya returned 
from Iraq War combat already afflicted 
and is lying that any of his experiences 
at the sheriff’s department impacted 
his PTSD. If true, the lawyer’s stance 
raises a multipronged dilemma: Why did 
OCSD put a disabled deputy on public 
patrol for five years? How did he man¬ 
age to continuously receive 
positive employee evalua¬ 
tions? And if Montoya had 
been handicapped during 
the entire period after his 
military service, shouldn’t 
he have been treated with 
respect and compassion by 
the department? 

Montoya testified that 
he developed “full-blown” 
PTSD while enduring the 
harassment from his fellow 
Stanton deputies in 2005 
and 2006. His symptoms 
included hyper-vigilance, 
sleeplessness and depres¬ 
sion. “I wasn’t able to go 
to social gatherings,” he 
said. “I stopped riding 
horses. I started excluding 
people from my life—my 
mother, my pastor. I was 
just managing day by day. I 
couldn’t focus. I felt sad all 
the time.” 

Montoya feared he’d lost 
his mind after the OCSD 
terminated him and worked 
to publicly wreck his repu¬ 
tation. The stress continued 
to mount. During VA coun- 
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seling, he says, he realized the extent of 
his PTSD and that “I was not crazy.” 

Ludwig told jurors that the “cruel jokes” 
mocking the Navy Cross, hazing, ostracism 
and threats concerning backup were “dev¬ 
astating” to his 44-year-old client. 

“The OCSD caused or exasperated Mr. 
Montoya’s PTSD, making him unemploy¬ 
able,” said Ludwig. “He cannot work 
because of what OCSD did to him.” 

At a cost of $515 per hour to Orange 
County taxpayers, Haluck retained Dr. 
David Lechuga, a former president of the 
California Psychological Association, to 
opine that it’s important to be suspicious 
of PTSD claims. Lechuga has never inter¬ 
viewed Montoya, but after reviewing the 
work of others, he confidently stated that 
combat and the death of Montoya’s fian¬ 
cee “most probably” caused the PTSD. 
Under cross-examination by Ludwig, 
he acknowledged that a hostile work 
environment and social isolation can also 
worsen the condition. 

But Dr. Johnson, the Department of 
Defense clinical neuropsychologist who 
has spent hours with Montoya, testi¬ 
fied research has established that “when 
social support is high” for a soldier or a 
deputy, “PTSD risk is less.” 

Johnson, a powerfully articulate wit¬ 
ness who commanded the attention of the 
jury, noted Montoya’s medical file contains 
reports from other doctors who also con¬ 
cluded after testing that the deputy’s PTSD 
could “mostly” be blamed on the hostile 
work environment he endured at OCSD. 

“The horrific things experienced in 
combat were not driving his stress,” testi¬ 


fied Johnson, who volunteered to work 
on this case for free and has aided the 
FBI and American intelligence agen¬ 
cies. “It was primarily his feeling he was 
unsupported, not going to get backup and 
that his life was in danger.... In the case 
of Scott Montoya, he was experiencing 
something he hadn’t in combat: antago¬ 
nism from his team on patrol [in Stanton]. 
... At best, OCSD exasperated his PTSD. 
At worse, OCSD caused his PTSD.” 

Jurors didn’t have to guess about what 
Montoya may have experienced. They got 
a firsthand taste when Keller marched 
into the courtroom while in uniform and 
inadvertently helped to settle the case. 
Initially, the deputy calmly answered 
questions by Kyle, insisting that he always 
had “Scotty’s” best interests at heart. 

“I’m not a little Nazi-ite,” he said. “I 
was worried about his safety.” 

But Montoya’s methodical, even- 
keeled lawyer, who spent 13 years in the 
Marines, began a lengthy series of ques¬ 
tions that confronted the deputy about 
alleged inconsistencies in his prior state¬ 
ments. After more than half an hour of 
such inquiries, Keller began to squirm in 
the witness chair, sigh, give terse answers 
such as “negative” and glare at Kyle. 

Finally, he snapped. 

“[Montoya is] a liar!” Keller barked. 
“He’s always a victim. He makes up sto¬ 
ries. You never know where he’s coming 
from. He’s a manipulator, an actor.” 

The outburst visibly startled jurors, 
who leaned back in their seats as though 
in fear themselves. 

“He attaches himself to people in 


power so he can get ahead,” a red-faced 
Keller continued. “Just looking at him 
now irritates me.” 

Haluck tried to rehabilitate the 
deputy’s testimony by asking if he’d ever 
mocked Montoya’s military service. 

“Never,” replied Keller, who then 
assured the jury he’d also never called 
Montoya “stupid” and claimed that 
Montoya had been the aggressor in 
their relationship. 

“Whenever he would walk by me, he 
called me ‘white trash,’ and I would just 
smile at him,” testified Keller before 
being excused and walking by Montoya as 
if he were going to attack. 

Aided by Keller’s anger and Haluck’s 
callous, one-note style, jurors officially 
determined that OCSD had violated 
USERRA with a hostile, anti-military 
bias against Montoya. Next, ignoring the 
defense lawyer’s argument they couldn’t 
award Montoya even a buck, the jurors 
handed him approximately $496,000 for 
due vacation and back pay. In coming 
weeks, Bernal will decide how much, if 
any, money should be awarded for lost 
future wages. 

Before leaving the courthouse, several 
jurors thanked Montoya for all his public 
service, said they sympathized with his 
ordeal and recounted their fear of Keller. 

“We could feel the hatred,” one said. 

Jurors refused to speak to Haluck or 
his more polite junior counsel, Michael J. 
Rossiter. Despite the verdicts, the OCSD 
legal team indicated to the judge that 
they won’t concede their loss. They plan 
to appeal, a move sure to forestall the 


abused, ex-deputy’s overdue encounter 
with justice. 

I n the wake of what he called an 
exhausting, “hard fought” trial of 
“David vs. Goliath,” Montoya—a Los 
Angeles County resident—spends his days 
with his animals. Sadly, he has concluded 
the “worst thing” in his life was being 
awarded the Navy Cross. His dream? To 
someday own a martial-arts studio, where 
he can provide free training to kids. He 
says he’s indebted to Kyle and Ludwig 
for believing in him, and he’s still reeling 
from what he considers OCSD’s relent¬ 
less, ongoing campaign to destroy him. 

“It’s [the legal battle] not over, but I want 
to move on with my life,” he said. “I just 
want a normal life, to have a wife and raise 
a family. I don’t want media attention.” 

He says he finds solace in his favor¬ 
ite poem, “Invictus” by William Ernest 
Henley. This man, who took a huge pay 
cut and risked his life to fight as a Marine 
for this nation in Iraq, recited to me the 
entire poem with special emphasis on 
these passages: 

Beyond this place of wrath and tears 
Looms but the Horror of the shade, 

And yet the menace of the years 
Finds and shall find me unafraid. 

It matters not how strait the gate, 

How charged with punishments the scroll, 

I am the master of my fate, 

I am the captain of my soul.

Czech-Mex 

Tustin’s Kolache Factory bakes traditional Czech 
pastries with fillings that are all-American

I f you’re not from the Czech Republic 
or Texas, chances are you’ve never 
heard of kolaches. And if you’ve never 
been to those parts of the Lone Star state 
called the Czech Belt, then you prob¬ 
ably have no idea the pastry is bigger 
than bagels in Manhattan. The Czechs 
who settled in central and south-central 
Texas (not to mention parts of Nebraska, 
Oklahoma, Minnesota and Iowa) brought 
this Old World treat to the New World in 
the 1800s, and it has evolved since then 
into something, well, truly American. 
There are now kolaches stuffed with 
hot dogs as well as pepperoni; there are 
chicken enchilada kolaches and even a 
Philly cheesesteak version. At Czech Belt 
rest stops, kolaches are as ubiquitous as 
six-packs. At churches, there are kolache 
bake-offs, and the Texas towns of both 
Caldwell and West lay claim to being the 
kolache capital of the state. 

So what is a kolache? It’s made of yeast- 
leavened dough traditionally dimpled in 
the middle or folded like an envelope to 
cradle fruit or something equally sweet. If 
you saw one and were otherwise unaware, 
you might mistake it for a Danish. But that 
would be akin to thinking a bagel is the 
same as a doughnut. At the new Kolache 
Factory in Tustin, the pastries take on 
many forms. Most resemble barely baked 
balls of dough, kind of pale and mono¬ 
chromatic, their bulk consisting of a pil¬ 
lowy texture not unlike a soft, just-baked 
dinner roll. But kolaches are fluffier than 
that. They possess a comforting, toe¬ 
curling consistency somewhere between a 
steamed Chinese bao and a slice of Won¬ 
der Bread. 

The chain was founded in Houston in 


1982 and is arguably the most success¬ 
ful attempt at preaching the gospel of 
kolaches outside of Texas, with about 30 
stores in that many states. The Tustin 
branch operates like a Dunkin Donuts, 
with the kolaches displayed in slanted 
trays behind the register. Order one 
heated, and the staff will toss it into a 
microwave hidden under the counter for a 
20-second nuke. In this way, kolaches are 
not unlike Hot Pockets, except they con-

tain ingredients that don’t suck. There’s a 
genuine home-baked wholesomeness here 
that’s hard to deny, especially with any of 
the egg-stuffed breakfast kolaches. 

When I bit into the Ranchero, it was 
as though I were eating a portable Den¬ 
ver omelet swaddled in a sweet, supple 
blanket of warmth. It’s a minor miracle 
how much filling Kolache Factory man¬ 
ages to stuff inside the dough without 
compromising the integrity of the bread 
or its doneness. Others burst with steamy 
potatoes and crumbly sausage, and one 
actually spilled sausage gravy onto my 
shirt. Any would be just about enough for 
a light, satisfying alternative to a McMuf- 
fin, and for lunch, you can get a pep¬ 
peroni and mushroom kolache crammed 
with a fist-sized wad of the salami, 
capable of supplying at least three slices’ 
worth of pizza. 

If you want something even more 


substantial, get one of the kolaches that 
involve a Polish sausage. There are at least 
three iterations, some also hiding cheese 
and pickled jalapenos, all featuring a mas¬ 
sive, juice-bursting pork link that begs for 
some Pilsner and a ball game. Jalapenos 
are, by the way, a constant in a lot of the 
kolaches here and perhaps why these have 
inspired some to coin the term Czech- 
Mex to describe them. Further proof? A 
chicken enchilada kolache doesn’t taste 
much like an enchilada, but it’s vaguely 
Mexican with hints of cumin. 

There are nods to a Philly cheesesteak 
using chipped meat and a barbecue beef 
with actual chunks of steak in a sauce 
that relies on either vinegar or a hell¬ 
bent tomato for its tang. For vegetarians, 
there’s a lovely spinach kolache; when 
heated, the lake of spinach and cheese 
melts into a sensation equal to eating 
saag paneer with a spoon. And of course, 
there are fruit-topped kolaches, with the 
apple being the best; right now, there’s a 
seasonal offering of pumpkin. There are 
non-kolache pastries, too, including flaky 
strudels and croissants, one pregnant 
of scrambled eggs, cheese and ham that 
weighed as heavily as a breakfast burrito 
in my hand and in my gut. 

Given time, Tustin’s Kolache Factory 
could become as popular as 85°C Bakery 
in Irvine, despite the lack of a Czech com¬ 
munity anywhere near OC. These pastries 
are just as worthwhile as anything the 
Taiwanese bakery makes. Currently, there 
are never more than two or three custom¬ 
ers in line here, most of them clutching 
the free kolache coupons the store sent to 
the surrounding neighborhood. But mark 
my words: In a hundred years, everyone 
will know what a kolache is. The cronut, 
on the other hand, will be forgotten in the 
next few months.

I f you're going to go to a Vietnamese 
restaurant outside Little Saigon, you 
better have a goddamn great explanation. 
Don't give me the excuse of convenience, 
whine about Little Saigon being too far 
away from you. Simply put, 99 percent of 
Vietnamese restaurants in Orange County 
outside Garden Grove, Santa Ana, Foun¬ 
tain Valley, Westminster and Anaheim 
are not only inferior to what's found in the 
original enclave, the sad reality is they're 
not that good, period. 

Exceptions exist, of course, mostly of 
the grandfathered-in variety: I'm think¬ 
ing Kim Loan in Fullerton and ... really, 
that's it. Oh, and Long Hai in Tustin, one 
of the anchors in one of OC's best shop¬ 
ping plazas, a multicultural fantasy that 
includes a Krav Maga school, Cream Pan, 
Korean karaoke, O.C. Kosher Mart, Laxmi 
Sweet and Spices, a dinner theater, and 
legendary dive bar Deva's. Long Hai has 
long-served as a savior for South County 
folks not wanting to brave the whole 
405. But more than merely serving as a 
neighborhood place, this restaurant's 
Vietnamese offerings truly excel, worthy 
of a strip mall off Magnolia, if not Bolsa 
itself. The menu is mostly a greatest-hits 
of Vietnamese food: bun, pho, rice dishes 
and Chinese-American favorites for the 
10 OC residents who still don't care for the 
flavors of the Mekong. But Long Hai adds 
twists. The cha gio aren't just glistening, 
dense egg rolls; they come with a platter 
of herbs so you can make tacos a la banh 
xeo. Frog legs don't just come as sinewy 
twigs; they're fat, chewy, dripping with 
garlic butter and garnished with green 
onions. Then comes the seafood, gor¬ 
geous slabs offish marinated in sauces 
ranging from gingerto basil to a tamarind 
glaze on a fried sole that has long been 
the stuff of local legend; the latter fish is 
cooked so delicately that you can remove 
flesh from bone with barely a cough (just 
watch it with the globs of roe, if you're 
not into salty surprises). It makes the live 
lobster available seem as classy as frozen 
fish sticks. 

And though the majority of their clien¬ 
tele isn't Vietnamese, Long Hai doesn't 
water down anything. For dessert, the 
offerings are bona-fide che—mung beans 
and red ones and all that savoriness that 
makes Viet sweets so wonderful. Go to 
Little Saigon first if you have a Vietnam¬ 
ese grub hankering, but a visit to Long Hai 
will do in a pinch. Hey, at least you're not 
heading to Irvine, you know?

A New Yorker at heart, Johnny

OC WEEKLY; What makes your pizza par¬ 
lor more New York than California? 
JOHNNY YOUNESI: Everything from 
the water-filtration system we have to 
emulate New York City tap water to our 
dough recipe, plus the finest and freshest 
ingredients, the atmosphere, the music, 
our staff and our attention to detail. 

Let’s discuss Johnny’s Real New York 
Pizza’s water-purification process. 

[It’s the] first item we secure when we 
find a location. At a significant expense, 
we install a major filtration unit that 
eliminates the hard chemical properties 
in California tap water, such as chloride, 
chlorine, etc. It introduces “softer” prop¬ 
erties and makes the water in our entire 
store as close to New York City tap water 
as there is. It is delicious water. When 
combined with our proprietary dough 
recipe, it makes the best pizza crust eva. 
Most undervalued ingredient: 

Kalamata olives, hearts of palm, oregano, 
basil and artichoke hearts. 

How do you like your pizza? 

Cheese-only is the authentic New York 
way. If I chose toppings, it would be 
Genoa salami, onions and black olives. 
Where does your meatball recipe come from? 
It has been in the family for decades. We 
first publicly introduced it at our formal 
sit-down restaurant, Stella’s Serious Ital¬ 
ian in Dana Point.

We have been asked to sell it in a broader 
way. People call us routinely just to ask 
for the caesar. We have also been asked 
for our recipe. Needless to say, we don’t 
give that out. Our Johnny’s house salad 
dressing is the perfect blend of extra-vir¬ 
gin olive oil, Italian herbs and spices, the 
finest vinegar, and other secret ingredi¬ 
ents. We believe our house oil and vinegar 
will be on store shelves soon as well. 

What are your favorites on the menu? 
Cheese pie, penne Bolognese and our 
chicken Parmesan sandwich. Also, the 
Johnny’s house salad is one-of-a-kind:

Crunchy Korean Rice _

Bibimbap at Morangak »dave lieberman 


M orangak is the archetypal Korean 
barbecue; it has booths and tables, 
each one equipped with a stain¬ 
less-steel grill and burners, a huge, noisy 
exhaust hood over every grill, and an auto¬ 
mated machine near the entrance that dis¬ 
penses something purporting to be coffee. 
Dinner at Morangak is a carnivorous, long, 
loud affair, and you’re likely to come away 
smelling as though you were the only sur¬ 
vivor of a forest fire that claimed 10 cattle. 
At lunch, though, the stainless steel remains 
polished, the burners remain covered and 
the tornado-like exhaust fans remain firmly 
in the “off” position. This is the time for less 
meat-centric fare, with home-cooking-style 
dishes including yukhwejang (spicy beef 
soup) and one of the better bowls of bibim¬ 
bap in Orange County’s Little Seoul. 

There are three options, two of which 
come in a heavy stone crock called a dolsot. 
If you don’t order your bibimbap in the 


dolsot, the server will flick an eyebrow. 

“Are you sure you don’t want it in the stone 
bowl?” And of course you do; the stone bowl 
is what makes the whole dish. The intense 
heat bakes the rice into what Persians call 
tadig, and if you break it up into the rest 
of the food, you get vegetables mixed with 
crunchy bites of rice dolloped with egg yolk. 
Make sure to add an appropriately obscene 
amount of gochujang, the bean-and-chile 
paste that comes in a squeeze bottle, to tie 
all the vegetables together. 

Unlike so many other places, Morangak 
doesn’t skimp on the panchan at lunchtime. 
You’ll get at least eight, plus the random 
beef broth on the table; eventually, a p’ajeon 
(Korean pancake) will also land in front of 
you, rushed from the kitchen. It’s a huge 
meal for less than $10.

The Belly Dancer at 
Marrakesh 


M arrakesh is one of the more transportive 
restaurants in our county. You eat as 
you lounge like sheiks under the shelter of a 
Bedouin tent. Never mind that the belly dancer 
shimmying overto yourtable with dollar bills 
tucked near her nether regions is often the 
tall, statuesque blonde who's also the hostess. 
The most important thing is that her toned abs 
move so rhythmically to the music they have 
the power to convince even the most unwilling 
participants to dance with her. 

The food is great. The bread called khobz is 
served in wedges and perfumed of anise. You 
sip the lentil soup straight from the bowl after 
squeezing in some lemon. The fluffy couscous 
is so feather-light its as though it were infused 
with helium. There's a lamb leg dripping with 
honey and chicken roasted with olives, pre¬ 
served lemon and thinly sliced fried potatoes. 
Both are served in a tagine, a platter capped 
with one of those funnel-shaped vessels that 
resemble ceramic bullhorns. For dessert: a bak- 
lava so sweet it makes your teeth hurt thinking 
about it. And when it's all done, there's comple¬ 
mentary mint tea poured from an ornate, long¬ 
necked vessel. My point is you really don't need 



to order anything from the bar—there's enough 
to keep you busy. But if you have to, let it be the 
drink named after the belly dancer herself. 


THE DRINK 

It's a mix of vodka, an unnamed melon liquor 
that's most likely Midori, and orange and pine¬ 
apple juices. It's also the very definition of a 
girly drink, with not only an orange wedge for 
garnish, but also a cherry. The glass is also 
appropriately curvy. It drinks like something 
you'd order poolside at some Mexican beach 
resort and is not particularly evocative of 
anything Moroccan. Yet it'll make your friends 
giggle when you tell the waiter, "I'll take the 
Belly Dancer." 

"Not without a bigger tip you won't!" 
they'll quip.

This Hunger Games is as much setup as treat

I t says something that two of the biggest 
sensations in young-adult literature over 
the past 10 years have featured heroines 
who keep more than one guy on the line 
at a time. No longer do the genre’s bright 
young women sit around waiting for Mr. 
Right to notice them. Both Stephenie Mey¬ 
er’s Twilight and Suzanne Collins’ Hunger 
Games sagas invert Jan and Dean’s Surf City 
ideal. Two boys for every girl! That ought to 
double the fun, but really it only multiplies 
the headaches. 

Jennifer Lawrence’s earthy enchantress, 
Katniss Everdeen, is just figuring that out 
in The Hunger Games: Catching Fire, the 
second entry in the film franchise based 
on Collins’ bodaciously successful novels. 
Catching Fire, directed by Francis Lawrence 
(taking the reins from Gary Ross), picks up 
exactly where the first movie left off. And 
I mean exactly. If you haven’t seen the first 
picture or read the books, you’ll need a 
14-year-old girl to explain the intricacies to 
you: They’re just way too 2012 for me to go 
into right now. 

Basically, you should know that in the 
dystopian futuristic country of Panem, the 1 
percent live in luxury while the 99 percent 
toil, like the exhausted drones in Metropo¬ 
lis, to keep the elite in the style to which 
they are accustomed. There are 12 districts’ 
worth of those underlings, and once a year, 
each territory must offer up two of its young 
people to participate in a televised event 


known as the Hunger Games, in which the 
unfortunate chosen ones are forced to kill 
one another off in an elaborate, controlled 
stadium environment. The prize: enough 
money (and food) to lift the winner’s family 
out of poverty. 

Katniss, an entrant from District 12, 
has survived the games, thanks to her 
cracker jack archery skills and even more 
impressive disdain for authority. Her 
neighbor and co-competitor, Peeta (Josh 
Hutcherson), who is not-so-secretly in love 
with her, has survived, too, but Katniss isn’t 
sure how she feels. She’s been best friends 
forever with another District 12 lad, Gale 
(Liam Hemsworth), and as Catching Fire 
opens, he catches her off-guard and plants 
one hell of a confusing kiss on her lips. Kat¬ 
niss is the sort of young woman, striding 
hither and thither with her ever-present 
archer’s bow, who may not have room in 
her life for one guy. What’s she supposed to 
do with two? 

As it turns out, mere survival takes up 
most of her time. The evil elders of Panem— 
led by Donald Sutherland, a naughty 
big-daddy silver fox if ever there was one— 
recognize that her rebellious streak and 
celebrity status threaten their omnipotence. 
Their solution: forcing her to compete in 
a sort of all-star Hunger Games playoff, 
devising even deadlier challenges than they 
did last time. Poison fog, blood rain, killer 
baboons with scary painted faces: The 


new mastermind behind all these Outward 
Bound exercises is Plutarch Heavensbee 
(Philip Seymour Hoffman, looking ordinary 
and pudgy and all the more sinister for it). 

Catching Fire suffers from the movie 
equivalent of middle-book syndrome: The 
story is wayward and rangy, on its way to 
being something, maybe, but not adding 
up to much by itself. Still, it’s entertaining 
as civics lessons go, and it’s a more pol¬ 
ished, assured picture than its predecessor. 
Director Lawrence, as in his adaptation of

Richard Matheson’s I Am Legend, merges 
the naturalistic with the fantastic so grace¬ 
fully you can’t see the seams. Those hyper- 
realistic baboons mean business when 
they come charging out of their man-made 
jungle environment, snapping their jaws 
and baring their deadly teeth. Instead of 
being allowed to cavort in the wild, they’ve 
become tools of the state, and they’re none 
too happy about it. 

The circus of reality TV, the emptiness 
of celebrity culture, the horrors wrought by 
oppressive governments that rule by fear: If 
you feel like rummaging around the fridge 
for tropes, there are plenty here. There’s 
also a wackadoodle roster of supporting 
actors, many—such as Stanley Tucci’s Cae¬ 


sar Flickerman, with his glow-in-the-dark 
choppers, and Elizabeth Banks’ Effie Trin¬ 
ket, flouncing around in her feathery false 
eyelashes like a space-age Phyllis Diller— 
returning from the first movie. There are 
newcomers, too, most notably Jeffrey 
Wright and the great Amanda Plummer 
as a duo of competitors who, like Katniss, 
rely more on brains than brawn. Neither 
has much to do, but Plummer’s channeled- 
from-Neptune timing is a plus in any movie. 

Jennifer Lawrence, of course, is the real 
draw. Female role models come and go, 
and Lawrence’s Katniss is one of the bet¬ 
ter ones. Katniss is clearly a Champion of 
the People, but there’s no sanctimony or 
pretense of false modesty in the way Law¬ 
rence plays her. She gives the appearance 
of listening more than she talks, the oppo¬ 
site of what we usually get from today’s 
feisty heroines. Somehow, Lawrence- 
even though her character is a proactive 
Diana the huntress—makes thinking look 
more dynamic than reacting. Her eyes say 
lots of things: “Get over yourself,” “I’m 
not buying this” and “Okay, show me.” But 
sometimes they also say, “I don’t know 
what I want.” Which guy, which path, 
which life? Lawrence is a movie star who’s 
still believable as a girl. She’s both on fire 
and in the process of becoming, and it’s 
magnificent to watch.

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DELIVERY MAN Imagine an alternate his¬ 
tory for Vince Vaughn. What if, 18 years 
ago, instead of rehearsing Swingers 
during the day and sampling Los Angeles' 
starlets at night, he channeled his sexual 
energy into masturbating for cash at a 
sperm bank? He could have become 
Delivery Man's David Wozniak, father 
of 533 children, of whom 142 want to 
meet the mystery donor who artificially 
inseminated their moms. The mothers 
are invisible. Sure, they bought the juice, 
carried the fetuses, and raised the infants 
to adulthood. But this comedy is strictly 
XY. Wozniak (Vaughn) meets all sorts of 
kids—lifeguards, historical re-enactors, 
buskers, drunks—each of whom seems 
to have a 6-foot-5 hole in their lives that 
only he can fill. He's not just an onanistic 
slacker or a minimum-wage butcher 
facing a stack of parking tickets and 
gambling debts: He's their guardian 
angel. Hollywood hails men like David 
Wozniak as wastrel kings; Seth Rogen, 
Jason Segel, and Vince Vaughn descend 
from an ignoble line that traces back 
to The Dude and Spicoli. But Delivery 
Man hails from Quebec, where writer/ 
director Ken Scott originally shot it with 
French-speaking comedian Patrick 
Huard, which means America has suc¬ 
cessfully exported the slacker and is 
now getting him bounced back to us like 
crabs. Scott has even dumbed it down a 
notch. Merde. I'm being a little cruel to 
poor, dumb Delivery Man. It's no better 
nor worse than the rest of its kin—unless 
you're a woman who believes in the exis¬ 
tence of moms. But I'm also not sure why 
Delivery Man exists, except to appeal 
to a narrow Venn diagram of dude-bros 
who also change diapers. (PG-13) Amy 
Nicholson. Countywide.

THE BOOKTHIEF It had to happen: There's 
so much voiceover narration in today's 
movies that it was only a matter of time 
before somebody made a picture nar¬ 
rated by that life of the party himself, 
Death. The Grim Reaper delivers the 
opening monologue of The Book Thief, 
Brian Percival's adaptation of Markus 
Zusak's novel about a somber, preco¬ 
cious schoolgirl in Nazi Germany. It's 
1938 and young Liesel (played by French 
newcomer Sophie Nelisse), for reasons 
that aren't immediately spelled out, has 
been dispatched to a small German town 
to live with a new family, twinkling Hans 
(Geoffrey Rush) and scowling Rosa (Emily 
Watson). Liesel's problems mount when 
she starts school: Her teacher and class¬ 
mates learn, to her shame, that she can't 
read. But with the help of good-natured 
Hans, Liesel soon discovers the power 
of words. She also forges one of those 
sweet kiddie romances with a neighbor 
boy, Rudy (Nico Liersch), who, with his 
spun-gold hair and Teutonic features, 
would make a fine Hitler Youth in training, 
though he's a good kid and has no such 
ambitions. Still, the two are caught up 
in their times: Their school uniforms are 
decorated with swastikas, and they join 
their schoolmates in singing nationalistic 
anthems. Books have become dangerous 
objects, but it's too late for word-loving 
Liesel to turn back; she loves them too 
much, and so she must resort to illicit 
means to get them. Nelisse makes a 
good heroine, with her arresting face and 
watchful eyes. But The Book Thief is just 
too tidy to have much impact. Late in the 
movie, the kids stand at the edge of a 
river, shouting, "I hate Hitler!" into obliv¬ 
ion. Take that, Fuhrer! (PG-13) Stephanie 
Zacharek. Countywide. 

ENDER'S GAME It's not news that Ender's 
Game author Orson Scott Card is a 
homophobic turd who has declared that 


anyone caught "flagrantly" engaging in 
gay sex "cannot be permitted to remain 
as acceptable, equal citizens within that 
society." For all his smart work on future 
tech and the nature of war, this science- 
fiction futurist has failed to imagine the 
egalitarianism of the human present, 
much less that of centuries from now. His 
is one of those jumpsuit futures where 
all the clothes and people seem to have 
come out of a spigot. In Gavin Hood's 
movie, Ender gets shipped off to Harrison 
Ford's "Battle School," a sort of Hogwarts 
for future war criminals. His mission: to 
become the kiddo military commander so 
ruthless he can lead humanity to victory 
against the insectoid aliens who attacked 
the Earth some 20 years prior. The gifted 
white kid is always surrounded by brown 
and black classmates who marvel at his 
intelligence, envy his victories, and salute 
him warmly when he's promoted over 
them. Ford, as high commander muckety- 
muck, amusingly schemes to strip away 
Ender's humanity. Asa Butterfield, as 
Ender, sells the many repetitive scenes 
of Ender outwitting everyone, but he's not 
up the high emotions of the final reels, 
probably because the movie isn't, either. 
The space battles don't have the usual 
problem of looking like video games; they 
have the unusual problem of looking like 
terrifically cluttered screensavers. In the 
end, our hero learns the encouraging 
lesson that alien races are worth trying 
to understand. Is it naive to hope that 
one day Card tries doing the same—but 
toward other humans? (PG-13) Alan 
Scherstuhl. Countywide. 

GREAT EXPECTATIONS Besides its cast, 
a parade of Brit aces the likes of which 
we haven't seen since the last episode 
of Wizard Boy Has a Sad, the quality that 
most distinguishes Mike Newell's adapta¬ 
tion of the best-titled of all English novels 
is its healthy fullness. In the decades 
since David Lean's definitive film, one 
of those rare cases of genius adapting 
genius, Great Expectations has again 
and again been given something like a 
greatest hits treatment: criminal on the 
marsh, playtime at Miss Havisham's, the 
rotted-through wedding finery, the little 
girl whose heart is ice, "I say, it's grand 
to be a gentleman, mysterious benefac¬ 
tor!" Those scenes are grand here, too, 
but Newell subsumes them into the fuller 
story, emphasizing character and feeling, 
never getting caught up in that plummy 
puddings-and-corsets Christmastide 
pageantry that strangles so many takes 


on Dickens. He finds the vital heart of 
most scenes and gives us many fine 
portraits: Robbie Coltrane plays Jaggers, 
that unknowable lawyer, as a man-made 
force of nature, the agent through whom 
the whims of the moneyed become lawful 
fact; Ben Lloyd-Hughes as the louchest 
of London's gentlemen class is the 
perfect demonstration of the destructive 
pointlessness of Pip's fantasy of being a 
moneyed, idle fancypants. Then there are 
the principals. Helena Bonham Carter and 
the filmmakers approach Miss Havisham 
not as a brittle septuagenarian but as 
a brilliant, cruel, scheming, still-alluring 
woman of means relishing her own 
theatrical decay—and the power such 
Grey Gardens madness gives her over the 
timid relatives in her orbit. Newell's film 
doesn't supplant Lean's, of course, but 
it's the best since, rich in feeling and dark 
beauty, alive with the superior scenecraft.

KILL YOUR DARLINGS How is it that no 
one had yet made the Lucien Carr-David 
Kammerer murder story into a movie? It's 
an irresistible tall tale from the Beat back 
catalogue—how the finger-snapping 
legends-to-be (Ginsberg, Kerouac, and 
Burroughs) coalesced around the radi¬ 
ant rebel Carr while he was a Columbia 
undergrad and discovered hard partying 
and transcendental literary pretension, 
even as lovelorn chickenhawk Kammerer 
hounded the golden boy until Carr was 
forced to knife the older man and dump 
his body in the Hudson. Just picture it: 
wine, hash, jazz dives, pre-Beat mani¬ 
festos, taboos sliced and diced, barely 
sublimated homosexual passion, all 
climaxing in a capital crime that scat¬ 
ters the group and sends Carr to prison. 
Director John Krokidas' movie, his first, 
lurches from one biopic cliche to the next, 
each illustrative of the narrative prede¬ 
termined by history: legendary meetings, 
famous pranks, visits to downtown 
bohemian hovels, confrontations between 
Kammerer (Michael C. Hall) and Carr 
(Dane DeHaan), and pivotal moments 
in the dawning awareness of Ginsberg 
(Daniel Radcliffe), through whose virginal 
eyes the whole hip tragedy unfolds. 
Radcliffe's take on an extroverted 
Newark Jew isn't so un-Hogwartsy that 
Ginsberg himself ever comes to mind, 
but that would be distracting, wouldn't it? 
DeHaan, for his part, has the impossible 
burden of impersonating a counterculture 
life force, jumping on library tables and 
yelling in public, but at least he's not 



required to approximate the famous. Jack 
Huston's Jack Kerouac is forgettable, but 
Ben Foster's William S. Burroughs is a 
dead-on riff and the movie's only reliable 
source of comic relief. His wary, fune¬ 
real presence is a gift, playing like the 
thoughtful hound dog in a room of kittens.

THOR: THE DARK WORLD Among the 
Avengers, Thor should reign supreme. 
Sure, Captain America is the leader, 
but even he's just a jacked-up human. 
Thor is a god, a flying titan with a 
5,000-year lifespan. Which explains 
why he's befuddled when Earth girl 
Jane (Natalie Portman) slaps him for 
ditching her in New Mexico. To her, 
the blond lug (Chris Hemsworth) has 
been MIA for two years. To him, it's 
just been a pop-off while he fought the 
rest of space into submission. Though 
Portman and Hemsworth are two 
perfect physical specimens, they give 
off less heat than a dime-store lighter. 
No matter. Their miscast romance is 
just one cog in Thor: The Dark World, 
itself just one motor in the billion-dollar 


Marvel machine that will run as long 
as each film is competent. The Dark 
World has the essentials: four fights, 
six quips, one city reduced to rubble. 
Instead of Kenneth Branagh's delight¬ 
fully silly Shakespeare, this Thor is 
helmed by Alan Taylor of Game of 
Thrones. Thor's astral home istwinklier, 
the Rainbow Bridge is rainbowier, and 
the villains, well, are still grim-faced 
aliens—haven't we killed six kinds 
of them already?—equipped with yet 
another raw element of destruction. 
Hemsworth's Thor gets one half-decent 
nude scene, though nothing so lusty 
as in the first film, when he silenced 
Portman just by passing shirtless 
through her apartment. The sequel 
forces him to spend most of his time in 
space, against CG vistas that leave him 
seeming puny. He fares better on Earth, 
where Hemsworth gets laughs in mun¬ 
dane surroundings, dutifully hanging his 
hammer on a coat rack. Torn between 
two worlds, the character feels adrift in 
his own movie. (PG-13) Amy Nicholson.

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Ren & Stimpy Revisited 

A Laguna College of Art + Design exhibition highlights 
the grotesque genius of John Kricfalusi

T here’s an image near the end of “The 
Art of John K,” running through 
Dec. 28 at the LCAD@Forest gallery 
in Laguna, that succinctly summarizes the 
relationship between maverick cartoonist/ 
The Ren St Stimpy Show creator John Kric¬ 
falusi and his audience. It’s a series of layout 
drawings from the 1991 TV short Boo Boo 
Runs Wild that he wrote and directed: Boo 
Boo Bear has somehow torn out the seat of 
Ranger Smith’s pants. Next page, pal Yogi 
Bear is smacking Smith’s ass, with Boo Boo 
following suit, hitting him so hard it knocks 
the spots off the Ranger’s pink underpants. 
Smith, initially angry, now blushes, his hand 
covering his mouth like a shy Japanese 
schoolgirl, while more spanking and hilarity 
ensues. Kricfalusi’s (misspelled) note on the 
drawing reads, “But Quivers.” 

Delighting in the grotesque and slyly 
kinky, Kricfalusi has always created work 
that at equal measure repelled and attracted 
his audiences, introducing them to things 
that would make their butts quiver long 
before they even knew it would. A glorious 
fuck-you to the sparsely animated Satur¬ 
day-morning crap of the time, the artist’s 
Grimm affection for the dark undercur¬ 
rents of children’s imagination—the sadism, 
love of bodily functions, ridicule, violence 
and gender-vaguery—is invigorating. His 
stint on Nickelodeon was a short one, but 
that risk-taking paved the way for future 
animated works as diverse as Beavis St 
Butthead, SpongeBob SquarePants, and The 
Venture Brothers. 

A celebration of firsts, “The Art of John 
K.” is Kricfalusi’s first exhibition, as well 


as Laguna College of Art + Design’s first 
downtown presence in 52 years—the brand¬ 
spanking-new gallery is located just a few 
doors down from the legendary BC Space. 
Curated by the college’s animation chair, 
Dave Kuhn, and Arualyn When (in collabo¬ 
ration with Andrea Harris-McGee), it’s a 
belated celebration and also perfectly timed: 
Kricfalusi is working on a new Kickstarter- 
funded series, Cans Without Labels. Just a 
glance at the renaissance of adult cartoons 
and smarter children’s animation suggests 
the attitude and ambiance of the industry 
has finally caught up with him. 

The passive/aggressive relationship of 
Kricfalusi’s two most famous characters, the 
unremittingly tense Chihuahua Ren and the 
adorably stupid cat Stimpy, is well-repre¬ 
sented by the exhibition, with large panels 
of animation cels, ink-on-paper sketches, 
character designs and notes in skillful dis¬ 
play. Ren, covered in gooey gray hairballs, 
slaps Stimpy senseless or fluffs the cat into a 
pillow, while entire episodes of two of their 
most famous—and funniest—shows, “Big 
House Blues” and “Stimpy’s Invention,” 
play quietly on monitors, the hook-y lyrics of 
“Happy Happy Joy Joy” ear-worming itself 
into your brain. 

Further down is a plethora of back- 
handed celebrity caricatures, with the 
Obamas, Tom Cruise, Taylor Swift and the 
gang from the Twilight saga, among oth¬ 
ers, gracingthe wall—all lips, chins and 
teeth, the lot grotesque enough to make 
Basil Wolverton queasy. Near that, music 
videos animated by the artist, including the 
Ralph Bakshi-esque black “cats” capping 


one another and big-lipped, top-heavy girls 
boogying with Mick Jagger in 1986’s “Har¬ 
lem Shuffle.” Even better, you can watch a 
cartoon version of Bjork take a bubble bath, 
and then be devoured by piranha, a bloody 
chunk at a time, her cartoon Icelandic naked 
bits covered by just the merest suggestion of 
bubbles (“I Miss You,” 1995). 

If you’re not familiar with Ren St Stimpy 
or the host of other cartoons the artist 
has worked on— The Ripping Friends, the 
online Weekend Pussy Hunt, and The New 
Adventures of Beany and Cecil are all at least 
a decade old—you may be at a bit of a loss. 
Throw yourself into it headfirst by watch¬ 
ing the videos on display (which should be 
louder or proffered with headphones since 
one of Kricfalusi’s skills as an animator is 
sound effects and ironic use of classical 
music), and you’ll quickly become familiar 
with his style, but his influences—animators 
Tex Avery and Bob Clampett, illustrator 
Wolverton, and cartoonist Ed “Big Daddy” 
Roth—aren’t given their due. Introductory 
information on Kricfalusi’s background is 
inconveniently missing from the show, as 
well as the work of artists he has influenced. 
Supplying that information would go a long 
way toward putting the revolutionary status 
of the work into context.

Spark of 
Self-Help Genius 

«c ometimes, life is a shit sandwich," 

w says Linsi Brownson, and it sounds 
strange coming from a blonde so cute you 
just want to squeeze her. She's the owner of 
Spark Collaborative (www.sparkcollaborative. 
com), a company that aims to be your small 
business's partner in crime, and her brass- 
tacks approach to making a name for yourself 
is what's missing from most self-help books 
and seminars. 

Spark Collaborative is many things. On 
the ground level, she and a few teammates 
take care of such business basics as graphic 
design, website building and marketing. But 
they also help you understand your branding 
and deeper goals. 

"We're hopeful and inspiring, but not in a 
sissy way," Brownson explains. That model 
reflects the duality of her own personality. 

She grew up in St. Cloud, Minnesota—or, 
as Brownson calls it, "White Cloud," due to 
the, erm, lack of anyone darker than a snow¬ 
man—then moved to California at 19 for 
design school and some culture. From interior 
designing to owning an e-commerce furniture 
store with her droll husband, she has been 
through business successes and failures, but 
she believes that's what puts her in the best 
position to help others. Think Tony Robbins, 
but with less claptrap. 

"I don't like the hoohahs out there who 
preach that success is all about the law of 
attraction," she says. "It's not that I don't have 
a spiritual side; I just don't want to represent 
a pretty-princess world for small business." 
Spark wants its clients to be self-reliant and 
to teach them systematic approaches that will 
make goals less daunting. "Your outlook can 
have a big impact on your reality," Brownson 
points out, "but it's not going to get you a 
million-dollar order in two weeks." 

Spark Collaborative offers online classes; 
free blogs (including Brownson's latest, "52 
Business Lessons I Learned the Hard Way"); 
and "Kalideascope" sessions, two-hour 
blocks of one-on-one consulting and brain¬ 
storming. Brownson believes companies 
would be more successful if they didn't lose 
the human touch; she always tries to operate 
like a real person. 

"Plus, then I can say, 'shit' and, 'damn'!" 
she says, laughing.

Cassette tapes are still a thing? If you’re a band trying to sell merch, they are

n merch tables and indie 
record stores across South¬ 
ern California and beyond, a 
relic of the past has been resurrected: 
new music released on cassette tape. 
Whereas a few years ago this phe¬ 
nomenon seemed limited to crazy 
retro-heads such as the guys running 
Burger Records in Fullerton, cassette- 
tape culture has trickled into a more 
ubiquitous existence, so much so that 
independent music artists and record 
labels have singlehandedly saved the 
cassette-manufacturing industry. 

“In about 2007, most of our cas¬ 
sette business had dried up,” explains 
Michael McKinney, CEO of M2 Com¬ 
munications, the parent company of 
Cassette Works, an audio-duplication 
house in Pasadena. “We had reduced 
our capacity enough to just handle 
the few remaining clients that still 
used cassette tape, but Burger Records 
really got things going again a few 
years ago. They are our largest and 
most consistent client.” 

And it’s not just Burger Records 
peddling tapes. Lolipop Records in 
Echo Park, founded by Laguna Beach 
transplants Wyatt Blair and Thomas

Bolas, and Sick City Records in Silver 
Lake, run by former Burger cohort 
Brian Flores, have stocked their 
shelves mainly with independently 
released cassettes. It’s a trend that 
shop owners see as something that has 
yet to reach its full potential. 

In the past year or so, Cassette 
Works has begun to take orders from 
bands and labels around the world, 
with clients in Canada, England and 
Australia. “At this point, the demand is 
still growing,” McKinney says. “In the 
past, we did mainly spoken word to 
the tune of about 300,000 to 500,000 
tapes per month. Now, our main cas¬ 
sette clients are independent bands 
and labels.” 

So what in the name of Kurt Cobain 
is going on here? It’s 2013, and cas¬ 
sette tape is the medium of choice for 
independent rock artists and record 
labels to release their new material. 
While the knee-jerk reaction is to 
write it off as the latest hipster fad, 
consider for a moment that maybe 
it makes perfect sense—beyond the 
whole “throwback lo-fi authenticity” 
aesthetic that bands that release on 
cassette typically embrace. A $5 cas¬ 
sette is optimal merch-table fare for 
the indie-rock set. 

But first, let’s concede that analog is 
cool. This is a necessary postulate for 
justifying the cassette tape’s resurgence. 

The vinyl renaissance of the ’00s 
taught us that hearing music from a 
big, colorful, touchable vinyl record 
offered an added sense of meaning. 
The inherent ritual of the vinyl experi¬ 
ence—handling the art object, manipu¬ 
lating the machinery, lighting a candle, 
letting the record spin and actually 
listening to it without the temptation 
to mouse-click to the next track, then 
flipping it over 20 minutes later to lis¬ 
ten to the B side—added to that sense

of meaning. Then there’s the intangible 
“warmth” that audiophiles testify cannot 
be replicated by digital formats. There’s 
some higher-truth shit going on here, 
like in that scene from Almost Famous in 
which the kid digs through his sister’s 
LP collection to the tune of Simon & 
Garfunkel’s “America.” 

As a result, by the middle part of the 
past decade, vinyl pressing took off to 
the point at which the demand started 
to overcome the supply, a dynamic that 


still exists and was one of the prime 
motivators for Sean Bohrman, owner 
and co-founder of Burger Records, to 
explore releasing new material via cas¬ 
sette back before he laid out his shingle. 
“There are not enough record manu¬ 
facturers in America to cater to all the 
record people,” Bohrman says matter- 
of-factly from behind his computer, on 
which he’s fielding online orders for the 
latest Burger release. Since starting the 
label in 2007 and opening up the brick- 
and-mortar shop in 2009, Bohrman and 
Burger Records co-founder Lee “Noise” 
Rickards have put out 575 cassettes, 
compared to “50-some-odd” records. 
“There was tons of awesome music being 
released, and none was being released 


on cassette, so we saw that opening and 
took advantage of it.” 

“The Burger guys are definitely the 
OGs around here,” says Lolipop’s Wyatt 
Blair, whose label and shop stocks 
about an 80:20 cassette-to-vinyl ratio 
at its Echo Park storefront. Not unlike 
Bohrman and Rickards, when Blair 
started Lolipop in Laguna Beach in 2009, 
recording onto cassette was done out 
of necessity for his band, Mr. Elevator 
and the Brain Hotel. “They were totally 
shitty,” Blair recalls of his first tapes. 

“We were doing them with a boombox 
and running off all the art at Kinkos and 
using a Sharpie to label each one individ¬ 
ually. I really liked that. You know, it just 
started as a hobby, as a fun joke.” 
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As Lolipop’s roster grew, Blair out¬ 
sourced tape duplication to Cassette 
Works as well. He recently acquired a 
professional-grade machine and has 
done the past three Lolipop releases in- 
house, art and all. “I personally like the 
way they look when they’re handmade,” 
he says. 

Drinking Flowers is set to come out 
with a second run of their EP on Loli¬ 
pop, having sold 300 cassettes over a 
couple of months. The band’s front man, 
Alex Galindo, says that the economic 
feasibility is what attracted his band to 
the format. “A huge part of it for us was 
logistics and cost,” Galindo says. “Vinyl 
is pretty expensive to dole out. It was, 
like, $1,000 to put out 300 or so vinyls 
that aren’t going to suck.” 

This sentiment is echoed by nearly 
everyone in the cassette game. “No one 
has money in this culture we’re talking 
about,” says Blair, who doesn’t have a 
home and resorts to couch-surfing and 
occasionally sleeping at the store or 
in his van. “[Cassettes] are so cheap to 
make and so cheap to buy. You can get a 
whole album for $5.” 

A run of 300 professionally mastered 
cassettes comes out to a little more than 
a buck per unit, translating into a nice 
profit margin for a band on a tight bud¬ 
get. Unlike CDs, for which a band must 
buy a run of 1,000 units for that kind 
of per-unit affordability, tapes provide 
small-run cost-effectiveness. 

“Anybody can make a CD—that’s 
why it lost its charm,” adds Bohrman. 

“If someone makes you a CD, I dunno, 
you throw it in your car and don’t really 
worry about it because you can make 
another one really easily. If someone 
makes you a mix cassette, you’re going 
to take good care of it because someone 
took really good care in making it. I 
think that’s how people feel about it.” 

This speaks to another agreed-upon 
reason bands are drawn to making 
a cassette. “Novelty plays into it,” 
Galindo says. 

Blair expands on that notion. “I have 
a giant crush on cassettes. They’re really 
cute; they’re easy to hold,” he says. “I’m 
sure other people think it’s dumb, but 
whatever. It’s the counterculture right 
now. It’s a win-win. It helps the bands, it 
helps the labels, and people like listen¬ 
ing to it. It’s good that that’s going on.”

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Spray It, Don’t Say It 

Local graffiti artists pay homage to the heroes of 

hip-hop in ‘Classic Icons’

I t’s tempting to look at the spray-painted 
handiwork of Kenos One and Shucks One 
and call the two “taggers.” You might see 
their bold, 3-D lettering, deft line work and 
portraits blasted on walls, rest stops and bus 
benches as projects done solely for the glory 
of giving society the finger. But for these 
men and countless others like them, the art 
goes deeper than that, and their dedication 
to it is anything but transitory. 

“I don’t even like that term—‘tagging,’” 
Kenos says, carving up a monstrous wet 
burrito while sitting next to Shucks on the 
patio of Taco Mesa in Costa Mesa. “It’s more 
like an old media term. I call us ‘writers.’” 

As nighttime closes in, they’re taking a 
brief break to enjoy a hot meal. Then it’s 
back to work on some lingering master¬ 
pieces before their inspiration runs cold. 

Considering how much time both art¬ 
ists have committed to their craft (20-plus 
years and more than a dozen arrests each), 
they’re definitely seasoned pros. In the 
spirit of honoring tradition, the two long¬ 
time friends and street artists, both in their 
early 30s, are opting to put their creativity 
on canvases for their first collaborative art 
show, “Classic Icons,” this weekend at GCS 
Clothing in Santa Ana. Centered on hip-hop 
culture, the exhibit boasts approximately 20 
portraits, some of which are the usual sus¬ 
pects—Biggie, 2Pac, KRS-One, even Sade. 
But for each well-crafted icon, there are 
one or two faces you might not know from 
scanning your iPod. You’ll see old-school 
Brooklyn graffiti writers such as Dondie, 
legendary, late great b-boy Frosty Freeze 
and underground LA rapper Aceyalone. 
Kenos One and Shucks One say the show is 
like a crash course in hip-hop history from 
a graffiti writer’s perspective. 

“That’s pretty much the point of it,” 

Kenos says. “For the young kids born in the 
’90s, no one’s really showing them any kind 
of history of anything. To them, Lil Wayne is 
old-school—that’s just crazy to me. So we’re 
opening their eyes to something that was 
out there and still is there. And it represents 
what we are to the fullest.” 

Kenos and Shucks have been running 
together since their middle-school days 


in Cypress in the early ’90s, a time when 
graffiti writing was a booming pastime for 
just about every kid their age. Kenos (born 
Rudy Kenos Polar) acquired his skills in 
OC from a cousin who moved here from 
New York and showed him the basics. 
Shucks (nee Carlos Villalobos) got hooked 
by his older brother while growing up in 
LA. Since that time, they’ve been in multi¬ 
ple graffiti crews and seen people and fads 
in the culture come and go—from cholos 
with baggy pants tagging Stussy logos to 
hipsters rocking skinny jeans and pasting 
Obey faces everywhere. 

“Now, most graff-heads start with a char¬ 
acter or a brand name or a logo,” Shucks 
says. “Before, we were clueless. Everybody 
just threw up whatever they threw up.” 

Today, their skills with everything 
from tattooing to watercolors shine 
through. Each piece showcased in “Clas¬ 
sic Icons” combines mixed-media ele¬ 
ments that have a street-level aesthetic, 
with a dose of fine art finesse they’ve 
been honing for two decades. 

“Spray paint is so fast; it’s like instant 
gratification,” Shucks says. “So if you start 
something, you could finish it in an hour. 
But when you’re using paint brushes and 
stuff, it gets a little more time-consuming.” 

Eventually delving into realistic murals 
and portraits, the freedom in their experi¬ 
mentation makes each piece unique. Of 
course, even though all of their techniques 
and tricks have helped them make a name 
for themselves on the streets (literally), this 
show is less about showing off and more 
about honoring those without whom their 
art form wouldn’t be possible. 

“These people [we’re painting] are time¬ 
less to us,” Shucks says. “We try to keep to a 
lot of the traditions and not stray too much. 
It’s like paying homage; it’s a dedication.”

A fter taking home the Best Americana 
Artist honors at OC Music Awards and 
being named Best Folk Act by the Weekly 
in 2011, the future was bright for Nicole 
Vaughn and Her Lovely Band. However, 
about a year ago, the singer and her band 
split up. Unlike most breakups, this one 
was amicable, according to the 25-year- 
old singer. Without her band, Vaughn 
soldiered on, giving her new music project 
the name Ranger. 

Vaughn's reason for changing her direc¬ 
tion was simple. "I just wanted to start 
over," she says. "I wanted to give myself 
a clean slate, and changing the [project's] 
name gives me that." 

Though she initially liked the name 
Scout, Vaughn says there were a lot of 
bands that had that word in their name. So 
she upped her rankto Ranger. Besides, it 
rolls pretty easily off the tongue. 

Her first album under her new moni¬ 
ker, Songs for Leaving/Songs for Other 
Things (released on Oct. 15) was recorded 
over several months at her producer Jon 
O'Brien's newly constructed Music Box 
Studios in Tustin. O'Brien, a consummate 
mentor and adviser for such acts as Jera- 
miah Red, Annie McQueen and local big- 
timers Young the Giant, was an ideal fit for 
Vaughn's melodic, lilting indie folk. Vaughn 
recorded one-on-one with O'Brien, which 
is how she likes to lay down tracks. Obvi¬ 
ously, this approach gives Vaughn and her 


producer a much more intimate vibe in the 
recording process and ensures they can 
bounce ideas back and forth quickly—with¬ 
out any outside opinions potentially leading 
them astray. 

The album having a split title is because 
it's really a two-part album with Moonsville 
Collective, who provided the musical back 
on the Songs for Leaving portion. "[It] was 
released only on vinyl," she says. "Side A 
and side B have different stories, and that's 
the concept behind it." 

The resulting album is half bluegrass 
(Songs for Leaving) and half electric rock 
(Songs for Other Things). 

Its stand-out track, "Lay This All to Rest," 
is a charming, banjo-plucking acoustic jam 
with a chorus that packs enough sturdy pop 
power to fill the space where the drums 
should be. Vaughn's songs are solid, safe 
and, most important, catchy enough to 
stay with you. Luckily, her talent seems 
has recently attracted a musician who has 
turned that same approach to music into a 
major-league career. 

At a friend's wedding, Vaughn was intro¬ 
duced to Mark Foster. Vaughn performed 
a song at the wedding, which caught the 
Foster the People front man's ears. On the 
way out of the ceremony, Foster compli¬ 
mented her, and they exchanged info. A 
few days later, his management contacted 
her to ask if she wanted to open for the 
band at the Troubadour. 

"It was insane!" she recalls of stepping 
on the historic venue's stage for the first 
time. "I was nervous. It was so crazy since 
I'd seen so many of my favorite people play 
there, and to open for Foster the People 
there was pretty sweet." 

That performance is leading to bigger 
things than the singer/songwriter could've 
imagined, she says. Others may have 
thought twice about changing their name, 
especially after an auspicious debut. But 
like any good ranger, Vaughn's choice to 
forge ahead and trust her instincts contin¬ 
ues to pay dividends.

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In Transition 

Reverie is an underground rapper on the rise

he hip-hop daydreams of 
Reverie are quickly becom¬ 
ing a reality. The 23-year-old 
underground rapper born and raised 
in Highland Park has been making 
moves, pushing her music out to 
wider audiences. Her first overseas 
tour took her to Europe, with stops 


in Germany, Switzerland, France and 
Portugal. The svelte rhymer displays 
a notable ability to spit lyrics with a 
sense of youthful defiance, then turns 
around on the very next track with 
pensive self-reflection. Reverie’s hip- 
hop skill set is expanding on every 
mixtape released, most recently The 




Transition. Whether it’s onstage at Paid 
Dues, rhyming bars on episodes of the 
web series The Cypher Effect or rocking a 
local show, hip-hop-heads are definitely 
taking notice of her music. 

OC WEEKLY: How did growing up in High¬ 
land Park help to mold you as a rapper? 
REVERIE: Everyone listens to hip-hop in 
Highland Park. All my friends who I grew 
up with listen to it. My dad listens to it. 

LA has always been a center for hip-hop, 
so not listening to it at all growing up was 
kind of impossible. When I first started 
doing shows, I was so scared. I’d be so 
nervous. I was just awful at it. Now I feel 
confident when I’m onstage. 

More often than not, you’re rhyming over 
beats produced by Louden. How has that col¬ 
laborative relationship shaped your music? 
I’ve been working with Louden for four 
years now. He’s actually my little brother— 
not pretend! We started making music 
when we moved to Seattle. We were born 
and raised here in LA, but we moved to 
Seattle when we were in our late teens. 

Me and my brother were getting into a lot 
of trouble. We just didn’t have any friends 
up in Seattle. There was nothing to do. My 
dad bought us an Mbox, which is a little 
machine used to record music. We started 
fucking around, recording songs because 
we didn’t have anything to do. That’s how 
we started. He literally shaped a lot of 
my music, the way it sounds and the way 
people feel it. 

What type of message were you looking to 
put out with your last mixtape? What does 
The Transition mean, musically? 
Whatever the songs really make me feel 
as a whole, that’s how I decide the theme. 
The past projects I released, I named the 
albums after how I felt at the moment. 
Sitting Upside Down was an album I did 
when I was just thinking from a differ¬ 
ent perspective. I released Half Full after 
that. It was just a really happy time in my 
life. I’m always depressed, so I wanted 
to name the album after that time so I 
can remember how I felt. Now with The 
Transition, I feel like I’m transitioning 
into the next stage of the audience that 
I’m reaching. The music was really evolv¬ 
ing. Everything about me and my music 
is changing. 

What was the whole experience like touring 
overseas in Europe for the first time? 

It was amazing! There’s a booking agent 
I’m working with. Basically, I got in 
contact with her and sent her my music. 

I felt I had a lot of people from Europe 
requesting that I go over there and do 
shows. I had people hitting me up, ask¬ 
ing, “When are you coming to Poland, 
Ireland, Italy,” you know? She looked 
into my music a little bit more. She told 
me she was already eyeing it before I hit 
her up. We were sending emails and texts 
for six months, and we finally did it. It 
went really well. The promoters were 
expecting 50 to 60 people at each show, 
but we had 100-plus people at every 
show. We sold out a couple of shows. It 
was a great experience.

Smoked Out 

You can’t light up at the Iron Mule anymore, 
but the beer continues to flow 


iit his used to be a smoker’s 
haven,” a young man in a 
paperboy cap named Ryan 
told me. “I know people from out-of- 
state who’ve heard of the Iron Mule just 
because you could smoke inside.” He 
recalled this excitedly, with an electronic 
cigarette in hand. In what was a com¬ 
pletely unsubstantiated story (what else 
is bar gossip?), he and his former Marine 
friend (whose name I’ve forgotten—sorry, 
and Semper Fi) explained to me this was 
the main draw of the Lake Forest bar up 
until about six months ago, when the bar 
came under new management. 

The bar gossip continued. The new 
boss supposedly went to the sushi res¬ 
taurant and Subway next door and told 
the workers there to complain about the 
smoke so he wouldn’t look like the bad 
guy when he told the bartenders and reg¬ 
ulars to stop lighting up inside. Whatever 
the case may be, there was no smoking 
inside when I went to the hole-in-the- 
wall one Saturday at about 9 p.m., save for 
several patrons with e-cigs. 

Looking around the L-shaped room, I 
thought to myself how dissimilar it was 
to those few OC bars left that still allow 
smoking inside (which I won’t name ’cuz I 
ain’t no narc). The Iron Mule isn’t straight 
outta the Golden Age of OC Bars, with red- 
vinyl chairs, mini-chandeliers and regulars 
stolen from an All In the Family episode. 
The decoration here is minimal, unless you 
count exposed insulation on the ceiling as 
decor. There are four pool tables, two dart 
boards and one long, L-shaped bartop. A 
few televisions were tuned to the LA Kings 
game that night, and a patron a few seats 
down had an issue with the female sports- 
caster. “Women have no place in hockey,” 
he announced to the room, and isn’t that a 
nice thought? Womenfolk were sparse that 
night: me, my mom, a lady pool player and a 


girl wearing a get- 
up reminiscent of 
Julia Roberts’ in 
Pretty Woman. 

The bartender 
that evening was 
a young man in a 
hoodie. Questions 
were answered 
with a small hint 
of’tude. Dunno 
if that was just 
his South County 
accent or the 
fact I was a first- 
timer. This is a 
beer-and-wine bar, though no one seemed 
to be there for the wine, with most folks 
drinking giant mugs of draft beer—12 on 
tap and 17 bottled. No Blue Moon here, 
so I had to drink Dos Equis and Coronas 
dry. “We don’t serve cocktails, so we don’t 
have any of that stuff,” the bartender 
explained when I asked for a lime. 

Mom and I were there for several 
hours, but the level was as sleepy as the 
rest of Lake Forest past sundown. We 
played a rather bad game of pool together, 
hoping for some thrills the game never 
delivered. There was a pool team to our 
left, and one of the guys with salt-and- 
pepper hair came up to me after finishing 
his game. We had never spoken before. 

“Do you know who that guy is?” he 
asked. “The Asian guy? He’s the Florida 
state champion [of pool].” 

“Yeah, did he kick your ass?” I asked. 

“No, I’m a 14-time world champion,” 
and before I could respond, he zipped up 
his cue bag and walked out the door.
